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Mandelto 
announce 
election 
plans in

Mayoral candidates hoping 
to throw their hats into the 
ring will have to wait until 
April 2 to find out what the 
current mayor plans to do 
with his. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said Wednesday that he 
will make an announce¬ 
ment on his political future 
at the annual state of the 
city address that day. 

He said with many pos¬ 
sible council challengers 
waiting for him to make 
his move, he has to decide 
by then. 

“Each one of those 
people have said they will 
wait to see what I do and 
they would probably not 
run if I run, and that is 
very respectful,” he said. 

Mandel said he is setting 
a date to help force him¬ 
self to make the difficult 
choice. 

“I really haven’t decided 
yet. It’s a really difficult 
decision.” 

He said there are many 
other things he would like 
to accomplish in office, 
but the expanded four- 
year council term is also a 
factor, because it’s a longer 
commitment. 

“There are lots of rea¬ 
sons and it will come down 
to making a decision about 
what is best for the city of 
Edmonton.” 

Coun. Kerry Diotte said 
waiting till April will give 
contenders plenty of time 
to make their own deci¬ 
sions, and Mandel should 
take his time. 

“I think he has a right to 
think about what he wants 
to do in life,” he said. 

Mandel has been on city 
council since 2001 and 
was first elected mayor 
in 2004.

Council says no to 
municipal e-voting

Edmontonians will not be 
able to cast their ballots on¬ 
line in the upcoming muni¬ 
cipal election. 

City councillors rejected 
a proposal to allow 12 days 
of online voting in advance 
polls, as well as a more lim¬ 
ited recommendation to al¬ 
low e-voting only for special 
ballots. 

In addition to raising se¬ 


curity concerns, Coun. Linda 
Sloan argued that online 
voting in some ways runs 
counter to the spirit of com¬ 
munity action. 

“Do we really want to 
configure a system that al¬ 
lows people to vote in their 
pyjamas?” she said. 

“Voting is a public act of 
civic engagement.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said he was concerned more 
about the chance for people 
being pressured to vote a 
certain way or a “zealot” 
gathering personal informa¬ 
tion about apathetic voters 
to influence the issue. 

Mandel said the chal¬ 
lenge of voting on election 
day is not enough to run the 
risks of online voting. 

“I think people should 
vote at the ballot boxes, and 


we have a lot of times, he 
said. 

Coun. Don Iveson was 
one of two councillors to 
support online voting. He 
argued the current elec¬ 
tion system is susceptible to 
fraud. 

“These risks that people 
will behave badly will not go 
away as we test the system,” 
he said. 

Iveson said he trusted 
that the technology itself 
would be safe. 

“I think we’re getting 
a little carried away with 
this. I think there’s, frankly, 
some paranoia about the 
technology,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
he accepts that the current 
system is not perfect, but he 
doesn’t think Internet vot¬ 
ing will help the situation.

Popular karaoke 
hub host of ongoing 
fundraiser for CNIB

When Thursday night kara¬ 
oke kicked off at Edmonton’s 
popular B Street Bar last 
week, everyone was invited to 
get up on stage and sing. 

The only request was not 
to make the dog howl. 

Cosmo, a guide dog, was 
present Jan. 31 for a new 
competition titled Voice of 
Edmonton. 

Loosely based on reality 
TV show The Voice, karaoke 
stars are heard without being 
seen — because the judges 
are blind. 

The weekly event, which 
began at the start of the year, 
is a fundraiser for the local of¬ 
fice of the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind (CNIB), 
with clients taking turns at 
the judge’s table. 

Judge Margaret Seewalt, 
accompanied by Cosmo, used 
to sing karaoke. But that was 
prior to becoming a client of 
the CNIB four years ago when 
she lost her eyesight follow¬ 


ing a series of surgeries need¬ 
ed to combat a virus. 

“Now that you can’t (read 
the lyrics) ... it makes it hard¬ 
er,” she said with a laugh. 

Each singer has the option 
to make a donation on their 
way up to the stage, and is 
given a score between zero 
and 10 following their per¬ 
formance. A portion of sales 
from drink specials also goes 
to the CNIB. 

“That’s where the fund¬ 
raising part comes in, but 
really it’s more of an aware¬ 
ness building,” said Tracey 
Harrison, manager of Spon¬ 
sorships, Special Events & 
Projects for the CNIB. 

The winners, two from 
each week, will gather March 
28 for the finals. The grand 
prize is a trip for two on the 
Kolcanee Freeride to Jasper, 
with a television and Oilers 
tickets for the second- and 
third-place winners. 

Angela Weber is moving 
on to the finals, but didn’t 
take part in order to win any¬ 
thing. 

“It is a competition that 


relates to a lot of people that 
go to karaoke,” she said. “You 
get really excellent feedback. 
They don’t see you move 
around, they don’t see your 
facial expression, they only 
hear your voice. 

“And I think they’re ac¬ 
tually our better critics.” 

The plan is to run the event 
all year, with prizes given 
away every three months. 

That means a lot of judg¬ 
ing, but for Anna Bradburn, 
a CNIB client for about 30 
years, there’s always variety. 

“The first time you have 
nothing to compare it to, so 
you’re ready to give the first 
person an eight,” she said. 
“Then you’ve got a few really 
good ones that take it so ser¬ 
iously, some just having fun, 
and a few that have had lots 
of beers.” 

“It’s a lot of fun,” added 
Jay Naidoo, another judge 
who has been using CNIB ser¬ 
vices for a decade. “You just 
judge strictly on the voice. 
And you’d be blown away by 
the talent that comes out of 
Edmonton.”

Long-time 
karaoke host 
wanted to 
give back 

When Brad Scott was 
born, his mother could 
see. By the time he was 
five years old, she was 
blind. 

The 57-year-old grew 
up with a mom who 
used services provided 
by the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind’s 
Edmonton office. 

And now he’s giving 
back. 

The long-time host of 
karaoke at B Street Bar 
came up with an idea for 
a fundraiser called Voice 
of Edmonton, a contest in 
which the judges would 
be blind. 

“When people leave 
karaoke contests, only 
one person is usually 
happy,” said Scott, who 
has been running karaoke 
Thursday through Sat¬ 
urday at the bar on 118 
Street and 111 Avenue 
for 11 years. “Either it’s a 
popularity contest where 
the person who gets 
people clapping the most 
wins, or the management 
picks their favourite 
client. And that leaves a 
bad taste in everybody’s 
mouth.” 

This contest is differ¬ 
ent, he noted, with people 
being scored on their 
effort, ability, song choice 

— and whatever else the 
judges decide to base 
their grade on. 

With a 27,000-song 
collection available at 
B Street, which owner 
George Trencevslci said 
has been voted the best 
karaoke spot in the city, 
the contest is a natural fit. 

“We wanted to have 
a soft, slow opening,” 
said Trencevslci. “But it’s 
going good, it’s picking 
up. People are finding out 
more and more, it’s get¬ 
ting interesting.” 

And the more sing¬ 
ers — or wannabe singers 

— that throw their hat 
into the ring, the more 
interesting it will get. 

“We want people to 
come out and have some 
fun,” said Scott. “It’s for a 
great cause.”

The image appears on the 
cover of a Three in One edi¬ 
tion produced by CreateSpace, 
a subsidiary of the Amazon 
group that allows people to self- 
publish their material. 

Many readers argued the 
picture, which flatly contra¬ 
dicts many textual references 
to Anne’s appearance, amount 


to character assassination. 

“Anne’s fieiy hair, unfortu¬ 
nate complexion and gangly 
build define her character... for 
she learns to cultivate ideals of 
inner and outer beauty,” one 
reader wrote on the book’s 
Amazon.com page. 

Nick Mount, Canadian lit¬ 
erature professor at the Uni¬ 


versity of Toronto, suspects the 
photo was used in part to con¬ 
travene copyright protections. 

While Montgomeiy’s text 
is in the public domain, the 
traditional image of Anne is 
owned jointly by the province 
of Prince Edward Island and the 
heirs to the author’s estate.

Astronomers report out-of-this-world finding 


Earth-lilce worlds may be clos¬ 
er and more plentiful than 
anyone imagined. 

Astronomers reported 
Wednesday that the nearest 
Earth-lilce planet may be just 
13 light years away — or some 
124 trillion kilometres. That 
planet hasn’t been found yet, 
but should be there based on 
the team’s study of red dwarf 
stars. 

Galactically speaking, 
that’s right next door. 

If our Milky Way galaxy 
were shrunk to the size of 
the United States, the dis¬ 


tance between Earth and its 
closest Earth-lilce neighbour 
would be the span of New 
York’s Central Park, said Har¬ 
vard University graduate stu¬ 
dent Courtney Dressing, the 
study’s lead author. 

“The nearest Earth-lilce 
planet is simply a stroll across 
the park away,” she said at 
a news conference in Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass. 

Small, cool red dwarfs are 
the most common stars in our 
galaxy, numbering at least 75 
billion. 

The Harvard-Smithsonian 


Center for Astrophysics team 
estimates six per cent of red 
dwarf stars have Earth-lilce 
planets. 

To qualify, the planet must 
be roughly the size of Earth 
and get as much light from 
its star, as Earth does from the 
sun. 

This high rate of occur¬ 
rence should simplify the 
search for extraterrestrial life. 

These newest findings are 
based on data from NASA’s 
Kepler space telescope, 
launched in 2009.

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Toddler killed. Dispute 
over 1-child policy turns 
tragic for Chinese family 


Police have detained a local 
official and a driver for al¬ 
legedly running over and kill¬ 
ing a 13-month-old boy during 
an argument with his family 
over the payment of a fine for 
violating China’s strict family¬ 
planning limits, state media 
and the local government said 
Wednesday. 

The boy’s death Monday is 
the latest incident to aggravate 
long-running public resent¬ 
ment over the family-planning 
rules that limit many families 
to one child and some rural 
ones to two. 

After the incident in a vil¬ 
lage outside the eastern city of 
Rui’an, thousands of residents 
protested outside local gov¬ 
ernment offices, the official 
Xinhua News Agency reported. 

Police detained the two 
people on unspecified charges 
late Tuesday, said a statement 
on the Rui’an government’s 
official website. Xinhua identi¬ 
fied them as a local Commun¬ 
ist Party chief named Bai and 
a driver. 

How the toddler came to 
be run over is not completely 
clear from the government and 
state media accounts.

Hello, fellow Canucks, and 
welcome to this special guide 
on how to get through U.S. 
Customs, no fuss no muss! 

(The U.S. government 
advises that if you do have 

muss, you must say how long you have had it, where you 
obtained it, and whether you plan to use it for business or 
pleasure.) 

Sure, sometimes small 
■■■■■ hiccups can happen at the 

HUH border. For instance, there 

was the recent case of a 
Canadian man who was not 
allowed to attend the Super 
Bowl because of a 1981 mari¬ 
juana conviction. 

(The U.S. government 
warns that marijuana has 
been proven to alter the 
brain, which under U.S. law 
is only appropriate when 
it involves heavy drinkers 
watching large men give each other concussions.) 

And, yes, most of us have a friend or relative who’s had 
trouble at the border. An ex of mine was recently denied 
entry because something alarmed U.S. customs officials. 
Keep in mind that she is a white, rail-thin woman with 
blond hair, a big smile and Cameron Diaz’s looks, but not 
as threatening. Also, her passport is full of Middle Eastern 
stamps because she lived there for two years. 

I’m here to assure you that these instances are the 
exception, not the norm. By following these simple tips at 
border crossings and airports, you can change entering and 
leaving the U.S. from a long and terrifying ordeal to a long 
and tedious annoyance. 

U.S., eh? - Tips for crossing the U.S.-Canada border:

Starbucks, the big Amer¬ 
ican coffee shop, has done 
marvels for the coffee 
culture in Canada and 
around the world. For those 
who criticize the dark-roast 
blends, they’ve introduced 
the Blonde Roast coffee, a 
lighter, fresher coffee bean. 
Starbucks has their own 
at-home-brewing machine 
called the Verisimo System, 
which costs $200. Their 
Verisimo coffee pods cost 
an average of $1, which will 
average you about $260 for a 
coffee before each work day. 



Timothys Keurig 

A lesser know shop is 
Timothys, which started 
in Ontario and has spread 
throughout Canada and 
a bit in the United States.

Nespresso 

Here’s the case of a re¬ 
verse situation.

quet. But nothing says “I 
love you” quite as dismally 
as a pesticide-laden bou¬ 
quet of flowers, grown by 
children in a country far 
away, under hideous work¬ 
ing conditions. It’s sort of a 
turnoff. 

Luckily, your valentine 
blooms can plant the seed 
for long-lasting happiness 
when you choose fair-trade 
flowers or potted plants. 

Fair-trade flowers are 
available from major re¬ 
tailers like Choices, Whole 
Foods and Thrifty Foods. 
Other florists may also have 
fair trade or local options 
available by request. If not, 
point them toward buds 
certified by one of three or¬ 
ganizations: Fairtrade Can¬ 
ada, the Rainforest Alliance 
and Veriflora. 

Although there are 
subtle differences between 
certifiers, they all provide 
similar assurances to the 
buyer and benefits to the 
grower. 

These include restric¬ 
tions on certain agrochem¬ 
icals, equitable wages 
(often double the standard) 
and a firm commitment to 
avoid child labour. 

Fair-trade certification is 
a huge step toward show¬ 


ing your Valentine you care 
about her or his health and 
the world. 

But it doesn’t guarantee 
that the flowers you’re giv¬ 
ing are completely free of 
harmful chemicals. This is 
because no one tests im¬ 
ported flowers for chemical 
residues.

Is there a 
draft inside your house? 
Here's some tips to deal 
with a chilly problem 


Winter seeping in through 
your windows and doors 
is not a comfortable feel¬ 
ing for you or your pocket 
book. 

Though Josh Temple of 
DIY Network’s House Crash¬ 
ers may not ambush you 
this weekend at the big box 
store to fix your draft issue 
himself, here are some tips 
to keep the hot air in and 
cold air out. 

Finding the Draft 

Tour your home, feeling for 
drafts by windows, floor 
boards and fireplaces. 

If you can’t feel the draft 
through touch, try burning 
an incense stick and hold¬ 
ing it where you think the 
issue is — you will either 
notice the smoke blow or 
be sucked in a certain direc¬ 
tion. 

Post sticky notes around 
the areas where air escapes 
until you finish. 


Blocking the Draft 

Sometimes the caulking 
around doors, windows and 
floor boards wears down 
over the years. Simply pur¬ 
chase clear or paintable 
caulking and go over these 
areas in your home. 

Local hardware stores 
will carry weather stripping 
at a budget friendly price. 
Exterior doors are always 
the main culprit when it 
comes to drafts, but can eas¬ 
ily be fixed with these self- 
adhesive strips. 

Cut the strip and apply 
it to the bottom of the door 
frame and along the sides. 
The same method can be 
used for attic hatches. 

Cut the strip to fit the 
size, set and press it in 
place. Weather stripping 
can be used on windows for 
larger cracks, but caulking 
is a more efficient idea. 

Keep in mind that weath¬ 
er stripping may need to be 
replaced next winter. 

If your fireplace is no 
longer in use, though ex¬ 
pensive, capping your chim¬ 
ney is your best solution 
because 30 per cent of your 
heating bill escapes out of 
the chimney.

Olympics 


Canada not 
budging from Own 
the Podium stance 

Canada won more gold 
medals than any country 
at the 2010 Vancouver 
Olympics, but that’s not 
the goal a year from now 
in Sochi. 

The target for the 2014 
Winter Games remains as 
it was for Vancouver — to 
beat all other countries in 
total medals won. 

Canada did not achieve 
that in 2010. The team 
finished third in the over¬ 
all medal count with 26 
behind the United States 
(37) and Germany (30). 

While Canada’s 14 
gold in Vancouver set 
a record for the most 
won by a country at a 
single Winter Games, the 
country isn’t moving off 
the objective of winning 
the overall medal count 
in Sochi. 

The latter approach 
is inclusive and gives 
Canadians more op¬ 
portunities to celebrate 
performances, says the 
chief executive officer of 
Own The Podium. 

“Our objective is to 
contend for No. 1 in total 
medals,” Anne Merklinger 
says. “Every medal mat¬ 
ters to our country and to 
Canadians.”

NHI Former contenders 
look for spark with 20% 
of season in the books 


They made up three teams of 
the NHL’s version of the final 
four last season. 

This season, the Los Angeles 
Kings, New York Rangers and 
Phoenix Coyotes aren’t playing 
like Stanley Cup contenders. 
All three have failed to build 
on their post-season runs and 
sky-high pre-season expecta¬ 
tions. The Kings, the defending 
Stanley Cup champions, and 
the Rangers wouldn’t even 
make the playoffs at this rate. 
And amid complicated owner¬ 
ship issues, the Coyotes are just 
hanging on. 

In this lockout-shortened 
season, where slow starts can 
prove costly, all three are in a 
rush to recapture what made 
them so special last May. 

This trio of underachievers 
has company when it comes to 
slow-starting teams, however. 
The Minnesota Wild, Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers, Washington Cap¬ 
itals and Detroit Red Wings are 
all among a group lacking that 
extra spark. And just like that, 
20 per cent of the season is al¬ 
ready in the books. 

The Rangers can probably 
forget about winning the con¬ 


ference for the second straight 
season. New York has little 
depth and no scoring punch 
outside of the top line. Front¬ 
loading that first line of Mar¬ 
ian Gaborilc, Brad Richards and 
Rick Nash has worked. They’ve 
combined for nine goals and 23 
points. It’s the rest of the team 
that’s struggled. 

The Coyotes, with their 
long-term future now uncer¬ 
tain, are slowly turning around 
their season and have points in 
their last five games. 

“I think we’re just getting 
a rhythm,” Coyotes general 
manager Don Maloney told 
the team’s website. “You hate 


to make any excuses, but we 
played 10 games in 17 nights 
without basically any camp. 
The first five, six were a whirl¬ 
wind. We were trying to sort 
ourselves out.” 

The Kings may be the most 
disappointing of them all. The 
defending champs are in the 
midst of playing eight of nine 
games on the road. They hope 
they can ride out the rough 
patch without falling further 
behind, before opening a 
stretch of five straight home 
games and 10 of 12 overall 
starting March 4. like the Ran¬ 
gers, the Kings simply can’t 
score. Toss out Jeff Carter’s four 
goals, and they only have 15 
this season. 

Where the teams finish, of 
course, doesn’t really matter, as 
long as they make the playoffs. 
But something needs to change 
soon, or they’ll continue to be 
on the outside looking in.
